TWIN ^ ALLS - The Salt Lake City de- 
veloper who wants to build a hydroelectric 
dam across the Snake River at Auger Falls 
has until Aug. 31 to start construction, ac- 
cording to a recent order from the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission. 

Cogeneration Inc. has fulfilled all pre- 
construction obligations, so explosive 
• blasting and installing cofferdams ore all 
that’s needed to keep its FERC permit 
alive. Cogeneration had asked .for a Nov. 
30, 1997, construction deadline for the site 
less than miles west of the Perrine 
Bridge. 

Construction deadlines have dogged Co- 
generation in the past 

The company had four years to break 
ground on the project before its FERC li- 
cense was due to expire last March. In 
February, FERC granted an indefinite stay * 
to keep the license olive.

PDA OKs 1st 
infant virus drug 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Thc Food 
and Drug Administration approved thc 
first drug Friday to protect infants and 
toddlers from thc worst effects of seri- 
ous respiratory viruses. 

RespiGam is made from the blood 
plasma of healthy people whose bod- 
ies harbor large numbers of immune 
system antibodies that fight 
Respiratory Syncytial Virus, or RSV. . 

RSV is thc leading cause of pneu- 
monia and other respiratory infections 
in infants, which hospitalize 90,000 
children a year and kill 4,500 in the 
United States. 

Thc virus spreads easily through 
coughing and sneezing. Premature 
infants and young children with chronic 
lung disease ore most susceptible to it. 

“This new preventive medication 
will give neonntologists and pediatri- 
cians," who normally despnir whch 
winter comes, an effective new tool to 
protect these at-risk children,", said Dr. 
Jessie Groothuis of Children’s 
Hospital in Denver. 

RespiGam 'does not prevent children 
, from getting thc vims, which normally 
spreads from November through April, 
but the FDA said it con help protect 
. high-risk children under age 2 from thc 
most serious complications. 

In clinical trials on 510 high-risk 
infants and toddlers, RespiGam 
reduced the number of RSV-causcd 
hospitalizations by 41 percent and cut

' BOISE - Doliar-a-gallon gasoline is not 
available everywhere in Idaho. But the 
Idaho AAA says the price for a gallon of 
self-serve gas has dropped as much as 8 
cents in the past month. 

Spot checks, of stations in Boise, 
Lewiston, Twin Falls, Idaho Falls and Post 
Falls put the average price for self-serve 


unleaded gas at SI. 098 a gallon, Idaho 
AAA spokesman Dave Carlson said. 

The last time Idaho prices were so low 
\yas the spring of 1994. The average price 
prior to Easter 1994 was $1,079. 

"The stations wc checked in Boise were 
at the $1.06 mark, but prices arc 6 cents 
higher in Twin. Falls,” Carlson said. “We 
hesitate to say the average price- in this spot 
check reflects a true Idaho average, because 


it docs not include pump prices at smaller 
communities and those that are near resort 
communities, but there’s no doubt fuel 
pnccs have come down.” . 

While Idaho’s prices have been dropping, 
the national AAA’s monthly Fuel Gauge 
Survey indicates the national average price 
for a gallon of self-serve gas has climbed 
,n t " c 1** month. to an average, of 


Carlson said slack seasonal demand has 
something to do with the lower prices. Bui 
factors including increased refinery output 
may explain why the prices dropped so 
quickly. 

Based on the national AAA Fuel Gauge 
Survey. Georgia reported the lowest price 
for a gallon of self-serve unleaded gasoline, 
95 cents. Hawaii has the highest average

visit elderly 
to ease grief 


When my father died the day after 
Thanksgiving, he was blind, deaf and rid- 
dled with cancer. 

My children and I drove to his.h&me in 
— Iowa- that' day-to' arrange for his cremation 
and plan a modest memorial service in his 
boyhood church, which he had not been in 
since his own father’s funeral 40 ycare ago. 
The Family will bury his ashes in a quiet 
ceremony on Father’s Day: 

. My father was hard-working and honest,

the kind of person who holds up th<? nation 
with everyday devotion to duty. He was 
spiritual kin to. millions of-others-who take 
the Jumps of lifc..and. move on without 

complainin g or blami ng an yone. 

And while my two brothers and I gneve, 
we also realize that this good life had to 
end, not just to erase his suffering, but to 
open our eyes to all the sorrow around 
That is the magic of grief. If a person con 


"Btfep“outside their perspnal gnef, they will" 
see thc-vost suffering that plagues our 
world.' 

Here’s the 'other thing I’ve been thinking 
about. Somebody has to take responsibility 
for older people. Many people took care of 


my father. My older brother and his wife. 


who live in the same small town, were 
- -magnificent caregivers and eased his suf- 
fering in many ways. People in his apart- 
ment complex looked in on him every so 
often and provided company and comfort 
in the Inst three months of his life. 

But the churches in that little Iowa town 
were mute and useless. No clergy came to 
visit my father during the four years since 
my mother’s death. It's true that dad was 
not a churchgoer, and even when wc sug- 
gested he take advantage of the low-cost 
senior citizen lunch at the United 
Methodist Church, he refused with a kind 
of bitterness that made me think someone 
in' church hurt him a long time ago. 

We .were left wondering why clergy 
never stopped by to visit him< even for a 
couple of minutes. I believe clcigy ought 
to be evangelizing their communities cvcty 
chance they get, dropping in on senior citi- 
zens who, like my father, have some vague 
connection to their congregation. 

So, when it come time to make arrange- 
ments, my brothers and I decided those 
clergy who failed.dod so badly should not 
have the privilege of burying him. My. 
younger brother had served United 
Methodist congregations ns a supply 
preacher. I have a dozen years of experi- 
ence doing funerals. We decided to con- 
duct die memorial service ourselves. 

Wc decided to use the grandchildren as 
readers and ask them to talk about their 
■rclationship-withrthrirgrnndfatherrWc- 
decided to sing a couple of hymns, pray for 
strength and' then have a piece of cake and 
some cofree, 

I writfcrthis not as a judgment against 
clergy but as a reminder to some people of 
the cloth that older people need their atten- 
tion. So very often, these old warriors try 
to look as if they arc doing OK. The bills 
are getting paid, they're upbeat and look- 
ing forward to the next day. 

But in truth, many are lonely, afraid of 
the future and struggling to. make financial 
cnds_mccL_Ihcy_want.thc^comfort_oflhc_ 
church, but they, are not going to beg cler- 
gy to visit them. They want to speak of 
their grief to some understanding soul but, 
too often, nobody cares. 

So they sit alone in their little homes, 
wishing for a phone call or a visit. There 
are so many wonderful people who take 
their personal time.to visit elderly people. 
But there arc never enough. And if the 
clergy are not doing their shore, Ihc people 
of the .parish may lose interest in doing 
theirownsclflcss service. 

The last thing I've been thinking about 
is what happens to a man when bis father 
•dies. Somebody told me that’s when a guy 
starts growing up. I'm now the one out in 
front leading the charge. So I wonder what • 
will happen to me and my two brothers. 
Will.we .finally, grow- up. -or_wilLwc. just _ 
keep making the some mistakes until our 
demise?

TWIN FALLS - Mark Brewer will never forget 
the night he Arrived at the homeless shelter. Valley 
House was the first building on the block; but, for 
Brewer, it was the end of the road. 

It was 6 p.m. on a chilly night in October, 1995. 
Brewer had heard about Valley House through 
H ealth and- Welfare.- Now, he was standing on thc_ 
steps of tKc main building, with his .three small 
children hanging on for dear life. 

Brewer, 31, lost his wife to an automobile acci- 
dent four year$ ago- Fora while, he also lost his 
way. 

He had a job in Pocatello, but he couldn’t pay 
his rent. He moved to the Magic Valley in search 
of work, but ended up living on food stamps. The 
family lived in their van fora few days. 

Then the Brewers arrived at Valley House, 
where the Community Christian Church of Twin 
Falls “adopted” them:

SALT LAKE CITY *■ — Mormon Church leaders 
will resign from the boards of numerous business 
corporations in order to devote their attention to the 
growth pains attending the faith’s spiraling growth. 

The surprise announcement Thursday by the gov- 
cming-First-Prcsidcncyand ithc^.Quorum^of-thc . 
Twelve Apostles comes at a'timc when the 
Amcrican-bom 'religion will soon have more mem- 
bers abroad than in the United States. 

The change applies to the nearly 1 00 men known 
os “general authorities” who govern the affairs of the 
9.3 million-member Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. 

“The primary call of a general authority is his 
ecclesiastical responsibility. Except for family 
responsibilities, all others are secondary to this,” said 
the statement, perhaps the most significant of the 10- 
month presidency of Gordon B. Hinckley. “In view 
of this situation the First Presidency has suggested 
that general authorities withdraw from membership 
on the boards of directors of business corporations. 
This will include .membership on boards of church- 
owned corporations, as well as those of a public and 
private nature."

Eastern Idaho growers still trying to organize 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) — A year after eastern 
Idaho potato growers started talking about an or- 
ganized approach to selling their crops, the dis- 
cussion is still going on. 

The difference is the market. 

“Prices arc on our side,” Potato Growers of 
Idaho Vice President Ralph Isom told growers 
Thursday at an Idaho Falls meeting. _ • 

Dave Bees ley of the Idaho Potato Fanners" As- 
sociation estimated that growers this year are av- • 
eraging more than $8 for every hundred pounds 
• they sell, compared to S2.75 at this time last ■ 
year.

need to do something different,’" Isom said.
